.Vboiit five o'clock, just as the 
darkness in the streets is giving place 
to ii wan grsiy and the llickering lines 
of gaslights begin lo burn yellowish, 
just it's the green and red dock lan- 
terns !ind the lamps of the shijiping 
coaso to throw couiet-liko reflections 
on the stream !ind sill the metropolis 
is yet fast asleep, there is every morn- 
ing ii strange hubbub down by the 
lower river docks oil West street that 
sounds like tho bustle of a msircbing 
army. Wheels as heavily burdened 
as artillery trsiins are rolling over tho 
pavement ; there is a sliimping of 
horses' hoofs, hoarso voices arc shout- 
ing in the morning siir and torches 
are flaring sit the street corners. The 
houses about are dingy and their pro- 
files stand iigainst the still gloomy 
sky as though drawn in India ink'. 
Down by tlie riverside, where tho 
musty smells of the dock come up 
mingled with strange, fruity odors, 
there is si confusion of wooden build- 
ings, sipiiilid lanes and distsint masta 
thsit seems the uncertain, but pic- 
turcsipic grouping of a dream rather 
than a retil picture in a modern ;ind 
pro-saic city. 

On tho other side of the street is 
extendii^g a .-wilit^rjie"* of timber 
s(ructui"6s, s(piat, irregular and un- 
wholesome loiikiug. There appears 
at first to Iw acres of thom extending 
inward to the heart of tho city. But 
glance siloiig the "first gloomy street 
and you see the confusion ends, or 
rsither is penetratod by a low but 
handsome building, with great ghizod 
openings and a profttaion of sculp- 
tures, allegorically signifying that 
the place is devoted to tho provision- 
ing of tho town. It does not re- 
quire siny such appeal to tho eye to 
indicate "its nature, for tho nostrils 
are saluted by the combined odors 
of evei"y edible known to cookery. 
'Phere are the animal smell of the 
shambles, tho vegetable fragrance of 
the field and garden and tho marine 
aroma of tho products of the sea. 
The whole area inside these struc- 
tures is beginning to bo aglarc with 
lights. Old time torches and lan- 
terns gleam in the wooden stands, and 
the more imposing edifice glows with 
the pale white light of electricity. 
It is bustling even at tins early hour, 
and into it is psissing on the shoulders 
and in the arms of carriers a great 
part of the provender that feeds Now 
York. In this sirchitoctural intizo 
and in the bustle and clamor one 
recognizes Washington Market at 
dawn. 

AMONO THE MARKETMEN. 

There is no spot in New York— not 
even the penetralia of those temples 
of finance where the bulls and bears 
have their daily wrangles— that is so 
full of animation. Stands and booths 
here, there ajul everywhere, with the 
butcher, the grocer, tho fishman sind 
the fruiter shouting, calling, laugh- 
ing, jesting till Hsibel seems revived 
again upon tho earth. And what a 
strange assortment of people are llicre 
here? That burly butcher, clad from 
neck to ankle in it linen duster, with 
the limbs of a gladiator and the voice 
of a Stontor, is entreating patronage 
as gentle as a cooing dove. Tho fish- 
iinm opposite him, with the ghtssy 
eyes and heavy features that seem a 
universal mark of the craft, is jabber- 
ing with an energy you would never 
attribute to him. The obscure jwr- 
son iierpetuidly bobbing in and out of 
a little nook is calling your attention 
to cigars. And here arc tha fruiter- 
ers and grocers, each keeping up si 
constant play of light raillery with 
bis neighliors, but neither oiio nor 
the other letting ptvss a soul who might 
make a purchase. Now you hear 
other voices shrilly calling attention to 
oranges or lemons or banana.s, and 
the iipparition of the orthodo.x mar- 
ket woman bursLs upon you. Always 
matronly, generally portly, with a 
face bronzed by exposure to the sun 
and a voice sirideni beyond the ambi- 
tion of shrewdom, she moves about 
hor stand and sends piercing invita- 
tions to every one within earnest shot. 
Then there aro the scores of under- 



lings of every degree\— every soul 
bustling and noisy, but every one 
with a keen eye to business. When 
dsiy draws on or night drsiws nigh and 
the hundreds of buyers como flocking 
in, one feels that he is in a city of 
chttfTerers smd barterers, and in the 
light and hubbub svnd the confusion 
of sights and sounds he feels that 
Washington Market is indeed a revela- 
tion. 

I'EKSOXNEI. OF THE PLACE. 

Tiio number of poraons engaged 
about the market is hard to estimate. 
The fact that a single restaursmt 
which is largely patronized by market 
(Xiople daily feeds 30,000 people is an 
index in its way. Nor aro e.xtremely 
large figures at ;dl questionable. 
When it is remembered that tho 
whole neighborhood is a labyrinth of 
stores and stands and is substtintially 
a part of the market, that every foot 
of pavement for streets around is 
utilized and that pedlers of every toy 
or notion ingenuity liiis devised infest 
tho approsicbes, one csm appreciate 
theimportsince of the place's indus- 
tries and the host cngiiged in them. 

And what order of people are these 
venders ? Not always what they 
soom. The Wiishington Market man 
for all his rough anil ready attiro smd 
his solicitations of trade is generally a 
person of some means. Often he is 
an owner of resU estate and lives in 
good style up town. Very generally 
ho has his trotter and turn-out. and 
any Sunday sifternoon you m.iy see 
him on the road. 

Tho characters who infest the 
market are of every type and from 
every cliiss. Tho boarding house 
keeper is a frequent apparition. 
Gonersilly she, but sometimes he. is a 
constant patron, and byatsdentfor 
chafToring. a fluent command of nn- 
genteel epithets Jind a strict attention

much sagacity and spirit. 

ODD CUSTOMERS. 

There aro eccentrics who have gone 
to market day after day for years to 
make the same purchase — generally 
some cheap one — and to haggle over 
the rates every time. T'here aro 
bioken down folks who daily appear 
and aro gratuitously treated to the 
remnants on tho stsills. There are 
some poor souls who go there to pick 
up the refuse. And besides these, are 
speculative persons who buy up the 
leavings of a day aid dispose of them 
advantiigeously to unftistidious keep- 
ers of boarding houses and 'small 
hotels. A good business is done by 
tho people who keep track of the 
farmers' wtigons, luocuro purchasers 
on commission, and when some gran- 
ger has his produce left on his hands 
buys it for a song smd runs it ofT in 
channels ho commands himself. 

The history of New York's markets 
diites back to the old Dutch day's. In 
ICoC, Saturday was fixed as market 
day, and articles of iiroduce and meat 
wore ordered to be brought to " the 
boitch near Hans Kiersted'a house." 

A market wsis held in front of the 
fort in 1658, and eight years later, 
when tho town was turned over to the 
English, Colonel Nichols found in 
the articles of capitulation mention 
of two market houses. Tj) to \SVi 
the citizens built the msirkets at their 
own expense. But that year Wash- 
ington Mtirket was erected by the 
corporation. It kept growing until 
it' became the odd architectursd con- 
glomeration every one remembers. In 
ISGfi, after so msiny years of service, 
there began to be talk of pulling it 
down, it was declared to be " blood- 
logged and lard-soaked, and every 
beam had lodged in its interstices 
vegetitble matter."' which tho hot sun 
would affect. The market men were 
fond of tho old place, its traditions 
smd its money-making advantages. 
There was a long fight. But common 
sense prevailed at last, and the market 
came down.

Editou Journal :— In my last letter 
m tlio JotTRNAL, I promised to write 
something about St. M.ary's Hospital, 
where I am a patient. I must fultill 
the promise by writing news. 

St. Mary's 'Hos|)ii.<jI is situated on 
&t. M.arks Ave., suid R,,<,hcstor Ave., 
near Buffalo Ave., an.l there are uj.any 
institutions local od in the vicinity It 
reminds me of the pl.,ce which looks 
like Washington H.Mgiits, where there 
are institutiona near Fsmwood Castlo 
of Silence. This Hospital w.is built 
but a few years ago, and is the largest 
one in Brooklyn, if I am not mistaken. 
It is a real Catholic one, but the other 
denominations are welcome to bo 
admitted as well as the catholic, and 
it is only dependent npon charity. 

In regard lo the Sisters of Charity, 
it is a very noble thing to leave the 
gay world and devote their wholo time 
in praying for and nursing the sick 
people, without the hope of getting 
anything for their services. From my 
experience, llie Sisters look .as if they 
are mothers to the poor patients 
whoso mothers aro far away fiora them 
and cannot be with them exeept twice 
a week. I cannot help writing abont 
it, because tho wi\y of true mothers 
toward tho sick children are the t^amo 
as the sisters of St. Mary's Hospital 
do with their hearts. Their esu-nest 
work for tho patients is very much 
admired by everybody. The writer 
often thinks that if there were no Sis- 
ters of chai-ity, bow the patients wonld 
feel. I know that the patients would 
be downhearted or discouraged. 
Their generosity reminds me of the 
ctlebrated nnrse, Florence Night- 
ingale, who, like the sisters of charity, 
left a good homo, for I be Crimean 
War iu Russia, with abont thirty 
females nurses at a short notice, to 
nnrse wounded soliders in the liospi- 
t.als. Her name is remeni'' ' ' 'th 
gratitude by the world. 

The hospital is in tbt ' oi the 

head sister who has a ice and 

a kind heart. She has buuu a sister of 
charily for forty years, and will do her 
duty till her death. What a steady 
heart she hns for tho nooi siiul wful- 
people.

We have many visiting surgeons 
and doctors of the city, comin 
.almost twice a week. 

I forgot to mention the name of .Mr.

McLaughlin, a pupil of St. Joseph 
Institute iu this city. Ho died in the 
same ward as I occupy two weeks ago. 

Some of my friends might think 
that 1 feel lonesome in tbo hospital. I 
tell them I am sia happy as a poor 
church mouse, and I have good com- 
pany, sill of whom .are p.ationts. My 
friends and family aro coming here to 
see me twice a week. 

Tho meals are first eliiss, and there 
are plenty of things in the kitchen, 
where the patients can get their fill. 
They gel. beef lea every morning, and 
pure milk in the afternoon and after 
supper. There are three regular 
services every dsiy, lasting about half 
an hour, and .almost every night the 
patients wlut aro able to walk, go to. 
chapel in this hospital building. 

Each ward contains aboiit sixteen 
patients or more, with n 8Jst«r in 
charge. There are about ten wixrds 
(both male and fcijialt), and eighty 
private rooms for which the patietits 
pay by the week and month.

De. William Porter, for ten years 
Baperint«D(lent of the New York In 
Btitatioii for the Deaf and Dumb, 
passed away on the morning of Mon- 
day IrtHt. How well we remember bis 
pleasant face! It seems but yester 
day that we eaw bim in the full vigor 
of manhood, with bead erect and 
uteady stride, pacing about the 
grounds of the institation he loved ho 
well, and for which he labored so long 
and faithfully. Dr. Porter was born 
at Saratoga, N. Y, on the 20th of 
August, 1830. His parents were 
AmericanH, and his fuher, grand- 
father and great grand f.ilher, all were 
physicians. lie received an academic 
education at Skanoateles and Homer, 
. N. Y. From 1847 to 1851 be studied 
medicine with Dr. E. H. Porter at 
Skaneateles, and Drs. Brigham and 
IJen<;dict, at Ulica. He graduated at 
the Bnf?alo Medical College in 1851. 
In the same year he was appointed 
Superintendent and Assistant Physi- 
cian of the Retreat for the Ins^tne in 
Hartford, Cl. Tie resigned his posi- 
tion in 186C*, and in 1870-73. we fiml 
him physician at a private lunatic 
asylum in Litchfield, Ct., and also en- 
gaged in the practice of medicine in 
that town. He was appointed Super- 
intendent and Physician of the New 
YorblnstitulioP for the Instruction of 
the Deaf and Dumb, on March 12tb, 
1873, and resigned in Apnl, 1883, on 
account of ill - health. A tour in 
Europe failed to benefit him, and in 
July of the present year, he returned 
to the scenes of his boyhood, " there 
to remain, and die, at home, at last.' 
To bis efforts is due the present 
excellent sanitary condition of the New 
York school, and many and grrat im 
provements atid conveniences which 
the pupils now enjoy, are the results 
of bis wise foresight and consider- 
ation. He was possessed a genial 
nature, which never failed to exercise 
a cheerful influence among tho^e with 
whom he mingled. It was felt by 
teachers and ofKcers and pupils alike. 
When the tidings reached the institu- 
tion that our friend had thrown down 
life's cross and tbken up the crown, 
there were many, many, quiet, 
thoughtful faces among the pnpils 
who had experienced his kindness in 
times gone by. He was both just and 
generous, bat never allowed his sym 
palliies to interfere witb the fuithfnl 
discharge of his dufien. While re- 
specting the rights of others, ho was 
firm in maintaining bis. own. He won 
respect by his Christian example, and 
was admired an<l l.jved for bis noble 
qualities of mind and heart. By bis 
death, bnmanily loses one of its per- 
fect types of .1 manly mar.

The Ileal and Dumb in Antiquity. 



The ancients had the greitost 
horror of all that was feeble and in- 
firm i wilh them poverty was despi- 
cable and suffering a scandal. Il is 
no wonder thin Ihal among the 
beaut v and pU.Msnni loving Greeks 
the (leaf mute whs looki^l upon as a 
disgrace of humanity, and under the 
barbarous laws of I.yeurgns they were 
exposed to die. Nor was highly (^d- 
tured Athens less cruel than Sparla 
toward these nnfortuiiaie creatures. 
Deaf-mute children were pitilessly 
sacrificed without ii voice being rais- 
ed on their behalf. The first who 
seems lo have seriously occujiied him- 
self with this pli(inonienon of (b'lif- 
mulism was the pliilo-.opher Aristotle, 
and he declareil congonitul deaf 
tniiles to be incapable of instrnclion, 
and this was the universal opinion of 
classical anli«piity- The Romans 
treated these unforlunates with the 
same cruelty as the Greeks. As soon 
as a child was found to be deaf and 
dumb it was saeiificod to the Tiber. 
Only those esciipud whom tbe waves 
washed bn<:k to fho shore, or whom 
the natural love of their piiients kept 
hidden from the eyes of the worM. 
Yet in the centinies immediately pre 
c(!ding the (christian era there was a 
sensible diminuiion in the number of 
victims of these b.arbiirous laws, 
nltliougli about .'iO years B. C, the 
poet Lucretius pronounced himself in 
favor of Aristotle's opinions reg.ard 
ing deaf-mutoH. But in the course of 
time ceitain rights wore granted to 
Ihose deaf mules who gave proofs of 
ability — such as had been brought up 
secretly by their parents showintr 
some signs' of intellect ; Ibis gradual 
ly dissipated tbe horrible jirejudico 
with which their brethren in mis 
fortune had hitherto been regarded 
I'liny nietilions a ironKenitai deaf- 
unite, calh'd (.^uinlits Pedius, who dis- 
tinguished himself as nn artist. He 
was a grandson of the (Consul of the 
samo name, who flourished in the 
reign of Augustus. It is also probiiblc 
that deaf mules were employed as 
liantomimiHts when iiantomimrj was 
one of the favorilo amus.-iinenls of 
the Romans M. T. Mnller gives the 
Egyptians the ci<'dit of first instruct 
ing deaf mutes. They »m well ns the 
Persians nlwavs resjtecleil pi'i'son- 
thus afflicted, and their hieroglyphic 
modo of writing was especially suited 
for their education. It is doubtless 
something more than mere coinci 
deiiee thut their bolter treatment by 
the Roman dales from the time of

(leneral. In the Post Oltlce he made many 
clianges and modilicalions which were large- 
ly for the public good, including ii simplillcii, 
tion of the im^thods for sending money by 
mail, rejily postal cards and a parcels post. 
'I'd show what marvels he was capnliliof ile 
siiile his loss of slgliMhe following rrolu the 
pen of one who knew him well may not be 
out of place ; — " In the very heart of London 
he has contrived to secure a modest house 
with agardeu one tenth of a mile long, where 
he ciiii promenade all alone to his heart's 
content.

He religiously freiiuenls the I'nlversity boat 
race on the Tliames, and is as henrllly Inter- 
ested In the proceedings of the day as the 
keenest eyed observer. At Cambridge he is 
stroke oar of the " Ancient Mariners " boat. 
and a belter stroke to crew of ' mariners,' 
anclenl orinoderii, none need desire. He is a 
i{ooil swimmer. Wlu'ii the fens are frozen 
he takes lo his skates as naturally as a duck 
in the water takes to lier webs. On such 
occasions lils daughter, a gracefii! nialilen of 
eleven winters, precedes her father, wlils- 
llliig iilayfully. He Is likewise an ardent 
ei|iieBlriMn, and when In lesidenee at the 
University seldom a <liiy elapses that the 
professor of ))oll ileal economy may not be 
seen aecom]iaiiied hy some one of his num- 
erous frieiiils cantering fearlessly on New 
market Heath or Across Klat. lie ocra - 
siomilly even follows the hounds on ft well 
tralneij steed, and so hard a rider is he said 
to be that the livery stalile keepers have two 
tarllTs — one ordinary for those who have not 
been seen In the society of Professor I'awcell 
and one extraordinary for those who have. 
Add lo this that Mr. l'"awcelt is one of the 
best and most indefatigable amateur salmon 
and li'oiit Ushers that can well be Imagined, 
and it will readily bo admitted that no great 
dilTerence has overtaken him with regard to 
outdoor riicrnntlons."

Dkah !Siu:— III reply to your quoation, "Do 
tliii donf-miitoH realize tho deprivation t.liov 
HUlTor ill Uioir laok of lioariiiK," 1 would say 
Hint an far nn 1 am aware, the majority, while 
thoy can recogiiisie the incoiiveHieiioo of being 
deaf, do not realize wliat they lose in their ina- 
bility to hear. Deaf-mntea "are usually divided 
into two classes, tho llrst which is by far tlie 
larger, being termed the congenital deaf, and in- 
cludes all who were born deaf, and is usually 
extended so as to include all who lost their 
hearing at «:) earlv an age as to l>o able to 
recollect most sonnds and articulate iu a greater 
or less degree. There is a lack of dolhiittuiess 
in this classirtcation, but it will sumce for the 
present. 

It could hardly Ijo oxtiocted that a congenital 
deaf-mute, (here I use tho word in its widest 
sense.l who has never heard a sound, or at least, 
has but a very indistinct idea what sound is, can 
realize how pleasant lo hearing people tho pos- 
session of the sense of hearing is. To him the 
word mus4o is meaningloss. and the many 
pleasant sounds heaitl on every side in the woods 
and fields ai-e entirely unknown, so his deafness 
causes liiui no i-egre'ts on this score. He can 
eaxily see that hearing (loople i)ossess a much 
more eonveiiieiit method of communication thaii 
Ills slate and iwiicit, and at times, impatient at 
the illit^'racy and stupidity of moat jieopjo, lie 
may wish he could communicate with liia friends 
as rapidly and readily, hnt beyond tlie appi-ecia- 
tioii of its eonvonieiice, he knows little dertnifely 
about hearing. He coiiaiders it Imt a minor 
convenience, tho lack of which is to bo philoao- 
pliioally borne. 

With the semi-mutes tho case is slightly dif- 
ferent. If a child loses his hearing at anearly 
age, he does not realize at once what a giva't 
change haa taken place, and the iioveltvoftbo 
thing is so great that ho fails to feel the iepriva- 
tiim until lie becomes so accustomed to the con- 
dition of things that ho never stops to reflect 
how inconvenient it may bo. If a person loses 
his hearing at a more advanced age, he may feel 
the chaugo keenly at first, but ho gradually l>o- 
conios accustomed to it, and ceases to lie" eon- 
corned about it. Hut in exceptional cases the 
person never liecomea fully reconciled to hliir 
deafness, and is alyiays ivuVrying over it i but 
tlieae cases are very rare. 

It is not until a young deaf-mute liegius to trj- 
to rise in the world that he begins to understand 
wliat a drawback his deafness is. He finds 
nearly every avenue to conipetencv closed to 
him, in ovei'y position he finds that" less efficient 
workmen are promoted over his head, in everv 
struggle he finds he is crippled by his deafness, 
which sit* ui>ou his shoulders like the Old Man of 
tho Sea ; he is told everyivhoro that he would be 
gladly employed if he conlil only hear, ho is 
everywhere confionted by unreasoning preju- 
dice, and blind ignorance, lie sees riinslmn 
gontlcmon rise on the fioor of the senate, and 
coolly deliver their opinion that the deaf-mute is 
but " half a man." Is it strange that in the face 
of all of these he sometimes gets just a little dia- 
oourageil and wishes he could lie put on an eiiual 
footing with the rest of the woild'? 

Yet in the main, the deaf-mute ia very content- 
ed with his lot, and there is no oarthlv lot so bad 
that thero is not some good iu it. It'is not until 
ho comes into rough friction with the outside 
woild that he realizes that it is at all inconve- 
nient to be deaf. 

Most iieopio have a mistaken idea of iteafnesa. 
They think that a deaf-mute lives in a slate of 
bi-eat bless silence, which is never broken by tho 
slightest sound, and which must at lastbewmeso 
terrible, as to tUI the poor man with tho deepest 
horiMr of liis existence. This Idea is far from cor- 
i-ect. In a deaf-mute tlie sense of feeling bi-comes 
HO dolieato that ho |K>iveive8 very slight sounds 
with astonishing ipiiokne.ss. The sense of touch 
in a measure takes the pinoe of that of lienring. 
Being deaf is not, as some people think, as bad as

sons. The life of a deaf mute is n^ ly 

contented one, and I know cases in winch deaf- 
mutes liavo oxpi-esaed tliemaelves as reallv grate- 
ful that thoy wor«> deaf. On the whole, Ido not 
think tho majority of deaf-mutes realize what 
they have lost iu not Iniiug able to hear lu the 
sense yon indicate.
